Wealth Useless, 

In Russia, it is only with the

Theatre tickets are distributed 
amongst the work shops, and so it 
is tho labourers who occupy the box 
seats, and money plays no. part in it. 
Food, also, is given by. the unions, 
and slnco tho wealthy man does not 
belong ' to one, lie Is forced ' to - buy 
his provisions at the open market 
-where he is charged- "at least throo 
times' the amount at which things 
are sold at tho state 'store.

The Brandenburg .Concerto -No.

j Called Life Of Jesus Greatest 
Adventure From All 
History 

"Read your Gospels in the same 
manner as you read your "Edgar 
Wallace", like a book, and not in small 
snatches", urged Dean Carrlngton at 
his lecture on "Jesus and tho Ulti- 
mate Discovery of Loyalty" In the 
Y.M.C.A. Forum yesterday afternoon. 
I Dr. Carrlngton is Dean of Divinity at 
tho University of Bishop's College, 
, and has devoted his lire to a study of 
the subject. 

Ho told his audience that when 
considering the Bible, they must know 
tho proper and older meaning of cer 
tain- words. Taking Faith as an ex- 
ample, ho said tho word did not mean 
the . belief in certain dogmas, but that 
it meant having the courago to "carry 
on", or some belief in the future. 
Jesus had this faith. Ho never doubt- 
ed but that right would triumph 
Faith constituted tho chief difference 
between tho Greek and Roman pagan 
religions and Christianity; tho former 
were religions of Pessimism, tho lat 
ter one of optimism. The speaker 
then summed up paganislm in the fol~- 
lowing quotation from a tomb stone 
"I was, I was not, I am not, I can 
not". 

Described Life 
Dean Carrlngton then proceedod to 
deal with the life of Jesus, which he 
said really started with his baptism. 
We too, tho speaker went on, may 
have tho sa,m'o. contact with God that 
ho had all through his . life, and which 
was, tho faith o.t the primitive Church 
This consists In being loyal to all 
that's best-In' one, which, according to 
Dean Carrlngton, Is tho voice of God. 
He .said that .'this attitude was seen In 
the case. of the many Atheists of the 
last century, ■ who worshipped their 
own conception . of truth rather, than 
God as depicted by tho Ohurch. The 
Church has since learnt from them to 
discount the Idoas of a God descend 
ing in firo and thunder with tho 
earth-quake . and plague. 

."Jesus .came, with a great mission, 
yet He chose tho most difficult way to 
fulfill It and scorned political power 
and Divine aid." Quoting G. Bernard 
Shaw, the speaker said, "Jesus cer- 
tainly had the power of performing 
miracles, but was ashamed of it and 
tried to use It as little as possible. 
The crowds soon found Him out, how- 
ever, and He was forced to use it."

I DuRoure Lectures 
On France's Work 

I Revolution,. Mockery, And 
Bitterness In His Books 

A spirit of revolution, a spirit of 
I mockery, and of bitterness, all those 
I permeated the works of tiie. great 
French writer, Anatolo France, ac- 
cording to Professor Rene DuRoure.. 
head of tho French Department, 
speaking before tho weekly Lecture- 
muslcald of the Canadian Institute at 
the Ritz Carlton Hotel. 

The writer, whoso real name , was 
Francois Thibault, was very ambiti- 
ous, and it Is to this that he owes 
much of th'o success of his life. He 
lived to be, about olghty years old but 
at least halfiof It was spent in com- 
parative ' obscurity. Professor Du- 
Roure while staying with his uncle in 
.Paris, mentioned remembering 'the 
[author bolhg.pointed out to hlm". His 
uncle had said that ho was tho best 
writer in France,' and being 'but a 
youngster of. six, ho imagined that he 
would see an emperor. ' 

Instead ho saw a sickly man -who 
was infected with a habit of stutter- 
ing, with tho. result that the lmpres 
slon was not too favourable. Obvious- 
ly Franco was misunderstood, by his 
masters. . .for ' though ho felt himself

Always it is the cry of 
the struggling minority, and the dominant 
majority would fain inflict the padlock 
and the shackles. 

Of course the dominant do not need 
to agitate for free speech, as far as their 
own desire go. Yet the fact that they are 
ready to silence all opposition, if they 
could, indicates extreme selfishness on 
their part. The man in power, the- one 
With the government, who nevertheless 
stands up for liberty of expression, is the 
man who Will do most good for the cause.

In the "Dally" of Saturday, February 20th; Mr. 
Edward Sancton and Mr. Dick Sancton, of the 
■Musical Association, protest against the. newly con- 
stituted Committee to investigate the feasibility of 
an official student orohestra at : McGill. 

Their acUon was Ill-advised as the whols pro. 
jeet was Instituted with the sole aim of, if posai 
giving the existing muaioal organization official 
Standing, and of consolidating its position. It was 
felt that the survey could be undertaken in a more 
disinterested fashion, if it were executed by gradu- 
ates of ability and experience, who Would have no 
personal interest in the formation of suoh an of- 
ficial orchestra. . . 

A rather amuBlng aspoct is the fact that four 
or five days .ago, ir wrote Mr. Hart, tho Convenor 
of tho Committee, and suggested that his third 
member be noho other than Mr. Dick Sancton, 
Vice-President of the Musicale Association, one of 
those who "severely criticize tho powers that be". 
I understand that Mr. Hart is acting on this sug- 
gestion. 

Tho protesting musicians go on to say that the 
Council- has assumed "a responsibility which has 
already been assumed, by the Musical Association". 
If.Meosrs. Sancton had investigated they would 
have ascertained that the Idea behind the whole 
scheme was simply to, if possible, give tho existing 
musical organization "responsibility" in official 
form, backed by the Students' Council. 

The justification for the appointment of such 
a Conimittoc must be evident to all those who study 
the situation. There are mnny important factors 



which must bo thoroughly Investigat- 
ed, such as the cost of up-keep, duties 
in • regard to student functions, the 
relationship with the musicians' union, 
tho method of financing, the question 
of rëh:unçlvtti6n and recognition of 
members, the possibility of perman- 
ence in such an organization. It fol- 
lows tjjat before the Students' Coun- 
cil could officially take over an or- 
chestra organization, or any other or- 
ganization, that It must necessarily 
undertake tiie thorough Investigation 
by disinterested qualified people. 
While tiia Council lia s every desire 
to further tho musical Interests of 
the Campus, it must arso proceed 
warily, if only for financial reusons. 

I sincerely trust that the Committee 
will receive the co-operation of the 
members of the Musicale Association, 
and of ull others who 4, are interested 
in raising tho prestige of musical fea- 
tures on tho McGill Campus. When 
this Committee makes its final report, 
then will bo tho time for full and free 
discussion and criticism will then be 
permissible and oven weloome,-

! British Pilots to 
I Gompete For Cup 

Amateur and professional British 
pilots will compete on two days early 
in July for the King's Cup. The first 
day's racing, over a courso of 700 
■ miles, will servo tho purpose of an 
eliminating: heat, because only the 
. 50 competitors who put v up the best 
handicap performance will bo ellglblo 
to continue tho race next day. 

Speeds generally should be higher 
••■-/than usual this year. Every machine 
entered will be handicapped on the 
assumption that it can fly around 
Y' . - the whole course at an average of at 
f ' ! least 110 miles an hour; entry of a 
craft' which cannot make the speed 
will be sheer waste of time and of the 
•ntrance fee. Higher speeds will also 
bo encouraged by tho lesser distances 
to bo flown within tho day — 750 and 
fo 600 miles as compnred with the 1,000 
miles of last year's contest. 

• Only pilots who have flown "solo" 
100 miles, or more will bo permitted 
to fly in the race. Any typo' of civil 
- .ilrcraft Is eligible, but modified ver- 
-, slons. of the British military craft 
which have placed this country ,on 
':> to P of the world, may not be entered, 
and It is unlikely, therefore, that the 
highest speeds attained in the. race 
will oven approach tho velocities that 
are easily within the powers of many 
present-dny British aircraft. 

On each day, racing will start and 
end at an aerodrome near London. 
Tho stages will bo approximately 250 
iniles in length, and tho number of 
halts and ground "controls", loss than 
in previous years."

He had only 
poverty, disgrace, hunger; and death 
to offer, his .followers, yet His char- 
acter drow men of all types." Ac-' 
cording to the speaker He .was not 
always the character- portrayed in the 
Bible. He was at 'times seemingly 
ruthless and haughty as well as 
humble and meek;— a human pa'ra- 
dox. 

"A teacher 'is generally considered 
good when' he makes things -'aa'-jeasy 
as possible* which Is one of the main 
weaknesses of the modern educational 
system; "for nothing is much valued 
that is not hard to come by." Jesus 
did the opposite and taught in Par- 
ables — "Wrapped up the -grain •" of 
truth in an unforgettable covering 
which lingers in the mind." He left 
th© world to decipher them for them- 
selves. Even to His disciples He ex- 
plained little, but gave them exper- 
ience by sending- them ; out to preach.' 
"AU the tlmo his own confidence was 
based unfalteringly- on God because 
all belief in God must be .Right."

Guthrie, 
practically all wo .do Is a- result -of 
habit, and 'nlnè-tènths of the nervous 
breakdowns come from conflicts with 
our habits, 

"I am firmly convinced that the 
child of 16 or 17 should get . away 
from home in order to break habits 
of dependence on the parents formed 
In -early childhood," he said. "Tho 
child who has a domineering parent 
who makes all his decisions for him 
will never gain .self-reliance.
